Many new advancements have been made in 
the breeding of this large section of orchids. Par- 
ticularly is this true of the new small types such 
as Dia-Cattleya, Epi-Cattleya, Cattleytonia, etc. We 
are this year placing all of these plants in one large 
group with subdivisions for each section. Culture 
is the same for all groups. 


CULTURE: 


These are among the easiest of all orchid 
plants for the amateur to’ grow. If you are just 
starting, Cattleyas will give you what you want. 
They can be quite successfully grown in many lo- 
cations without a glass house. 


They should be grown in a temperature range 
of not less than 55° F., at night with a daily range 
not to exceed 30° F., above the current night tem- 
perature. Thus, if your night temperature was 
maintained at 55° F., the maximum rise during the 
following day should not exceed 85° F. 


Potting can be done in Osmunda Fibre, Ha- 
waiian Tree-Fern, or any of the new Bark com- 
posts. We highly recommend the latter, due to 
ease of use and handling thereafter. 


Cattleyas should be watered as often as they 
get dry. Location, type of potting media, season, 
state of growth of the plant, and light, all play an 
important part in the speed with which a plant 
will dry out. There is no hard or fast rule— 
Observe your plant and when it is dry give it a 
good soaking. Then do not water again until dry. 


Cattleyas will benefit by the use fertilizers. 
Again, several factors are important as to the use 
of fertilizer. Light, rate of growth of the plant, 
season all are important. Remember plants are 
like humans; when active they eat more, when 
dormant less. Use your good common sense as a 
guide. Any complete liquid fertilizer recommend- 
ed for orchids is suitable.
